Sizing Fabrics 
Good Summer 
idea 


“Sizing* is an excellent vray to keep garments look- 
ing better - especially during the summer months. 
Sizing can repel stains, retard wrinkling and delay 
soiling. Clothes look fresher longer - when properly 
sized. 

Many fabrics are truly enhanced in appearance 
and wear when sized. (The use of starch in shirts is 
a good example). 

Many of us remember when we checked on how 
much sizing a piece of yardage had in it by rubbing 
against itself to loosen the sizing. If too much body 
was lost, we didn1 buy the yardage. 

These days there are hundreds of different sizings. 
Our problem is this: first, we must discover the type 
of sizing the manufacturer used. This often put us in 
the Sherlock Holmes department as a chemistry 
expert. 

Then we must be certain that all soli and stains 
have been removed from the fabric otherwise, the 
sizing will not penetrate the fibers of fabric. 

Well, as you can see, ifs not easy but we do it 
every day. That’s why, for the finest clothes care and 
fabric maintenance, all you have to do is

It 
seemed like it took forever for her to fin¬ 
ish and as soon as it was ready I gulped 
what ever it was down and headed for 
the front yard. 

Speak to me snow! I had the neatest 
idea, on my way out the door. I was 
going to build a real, honest to goodness 
snow man out of all that snow. I got 
down on my hands and knees and start¬ 
ed scraping snow with my hands until 
they got real cold. I gave up and went 
into the house, somewhere I had some 
mittens, could I find them? Yes, they 
were in the closet! Yes, they would keep 
my hands warm. I headed outside, I had 
a project and now I was sure I could do 
it. Mittens were the answer to cold 
paws. 

I started scraping again. There was 
only about half an inch of snow on the 
yard.

He liked 
Sierra Madre real good just like I do.

If 
it comes again. I’ll be there with bells on. 

1 went back in the house after com¬ 
pleting my snow man and took my mit¬ 
tens off to dry them before putting them 
away. For some reason I sniffed them. 
UGGHH!! Have you ever smelled cold, 
wet, woolen mittens? Don’t do it. They 
smelled worse than every wet dog you 
ever had. 

It was the Christmas after the snow 
that I got my bike. It was a beautiful, 
blue bike with white fenders. Man, I had 
been waiting for two Christmases to get 
this bike. It was my pride and joy! 
Wheels!! 

My pal, Paul got a bike that Christmas 
too and me and him almost lived on our 
new toys. Every chance we got, off we 
would go tooling around Sierra Madre 
and parts as yet unknown to us. 

One day we found out that a big com¬ 
pany was going to start to build a brand 
new drive-in theater in Pasadena They 
were going to call it the Hastings Drive- 
in located on Foothill Blvd., near Rose¬ 
mead Blvd. Me and Paul decided to take 
a bike ride over there and look at all the 
new construction going on. So off we 
went, peddling as fast as our legs could 
go. It took a little while to get there 
butwe made it fine, but a little out of 
breath when we got there. 

Man, that was going to be a big drive- 
in. In back of the new drive-in was a big, 
tall dirt hill going up to the street in back. 
Paul and me decided to go over to that 


view. When we finally got to the t<^ of 
the hill, we were sure in for a surprise! 
Going down the hill on the other side, 
was a narrow trail made by other bikers. 
Paul said, “Let’s see if we can ride down 
the hill!” 

Well, I looked down that steep, old 
hill and using my fantastic, analytical 
abilities I decided it was a fifty- fifty 
chance that we could make it all the way 
down the hill to the bottom so I said, 
“O.K.” 

Paul took off first, bouncing down 
that steep hill with his legs out and a real 
scared look on his face. He was going 
like sixty when he hit the bottom of the 
hill but he was still upright on his bike. 
He put his brakes on and spun in a half 
circle with the neatest look of power on 
his face. He was griiming from ear to 
ear. “Come on down, you chicken,” he 
yelled. So off I went flying and bounc¬ 
ing down that hill. I got going so fast 
that I closed my eyes. I shouldn’t have 
done that! Suddenly I felt the bike go off 
the ground and I should have kept my 
eyes closed because notonly was I in the 
air, my bike was starting to take a big dip 
in front. I hit the dirt again oh my front 
wheel and went head over teakettle over 
the handle bars and bounced the rest of 
the way down the hill on my backside 
still holding on to my bike. 

After I stopped in a cloud of dust, I 
slowly got up and checked out my bike. 
It was O.K. but I wasn’t. I’d ripped my 
shirt and scraped my elbows and arms 
real good but I didn’t break any bones. 

I decided that was enough bike riding for 
that day, so we headed back to Sierra 
Madre at a little slower pace than we 
used coming. Paul was real sympathet¬ 
ic with me all the way home. 

A couple of days later Paul came over 
to my house on his bike and as he rode 
his bike up the driveway it sounded like 
he put a motor on it. I came running out 
of the house to see what was up. I saw 
Paul with a big grin on his face and I 
looked down at his bike, expecting to 
find a motor of some kind but no motor 
was there. 

I guess I looked kind of puzzled be¬ 
cause Paul pointed down at his rear 
wheel and guess what? He had taken an 
old deck of cards and some clothes pins 
and pinned those cards down the on side 
of the bike frame with the cards sticking 
into the wheel spokes, so whenever the 
bike went forwardthose cards would go, 
click-click-click. When the bike went 
fast the clicking sound was just like a 
motor running. Man, that was neat! 

I told Paul to wait and I ran into the 
house and asked Mom if she had an old 
deck of cards and some clothes pins I 
could borrow and she said, “Sure, Tom¬ 
my.” Mom got the stuff for me and I ran 
back outside and put those cards on my 
rear wheel. Paul and me rode round for 
a while, feeling prouder than ever over 
the sound our bikes made. Boy, did I 
feel grown-up. 

Along towards summertime and after 
school my shoes came off. During the 
hot weather I didn’t wear, any shoes at 
all. Shoes were hot and my feet also got 
too hot so most of all my daily activities 
were accomplished barefooted. As I 
said before, I practically lived on my 
bike. Everywhere I went my bike went 
with me. The only problem with that 
was that I stubbed my toes a lot when 
riding on my bike. My toes got in my 
way, or the pavement got in the way or 
something like that. 

Anyway I averaged one or two 
stubbed toes every week. I spent a lot 
of time with first one then the other foot 
in a bucket of cold water washing off 
dried blood and gravel on the poor old 
toes. I figured it was just part of bike¬ 
riding, my stubbed toes. 

I’ve been growing up and after these 
many years I still run around barefoot 
in the sununer, which makes me feel like 
a little boy in a lot of ways. I hope I 
never really grow up. After all, deep 
down inside of us all, isn’t there some 
little something that says that we really 
don’t need all that maturity stuff all the 
time?

Uie project was 
funded by donations from a variety of sources, such as 
Sierra Madre Civic Club, The Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club, The Priscilla Club, the Jameson Estate, and the 
California Community Foundation. 

It has always been Watanabe’s intention to finish 
covering all three areas; it was just a matter of when the 
available funding would come in. When the third part 
of the project is finished, on Saturday, over 1,0(X) square 
feet will be covered with redwood, providing some 
much-needed shade. Watanabe estimates that between 
parts and labor, the project would run between $30,000 
and $40,000, if it were not a volunteer effort. 

He also credited Gerald Twedell, who put in a great 
deal of concrete work and excavation. A behind the 
scenes volunteer at such locations as the Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery as well as Sierra Madre Primary 
School, Twedell is well known among volunteers at 
community constructions projects for his many hours of 
donated labor. 

McKoman did the planning and layout for the project, 
as well as ordering the materials. “I didn’t have to wor¬ 
ry about any of that,” Watanabe said. “Bill took care of 
everything.” 

Watanabe isn’t done with his volunteer efforts at Si¬ 
erra Madre Primary School. He’s still like to get that se¬ 
curity system set up, and also install some landscaping. 
“We’ll keep looking for funding,” he said. “If the mon¬ 
ey comes in, we’ll put the time in. I think we can always 
count on getting the volunteers.”

Wang called the ad “stun¬ 
ning,” and noted that it 
appears in a “socially am¬ 
biguous” section in the 
newspaper, actually, there 
doesn’t seem to be much 
ambiguity in the section, 
which is filled with linge¬ 
rie-clad models primarily 
pushing the San Gabriel 
Valley’s local strip clubs. 
Gina’s is the only Arcadia 
establishment advertising 
in the section. 

“This totally contradicts 
what we want a bedroom 
community to be,” said 
Wang. "'There must be a 
loophole where interpreta¬ 
tions are different between 
an advertisement and the 
municipal code...What 
will people think about 
Arcadia if they see these 
sleazy ads? The image of 
the City is directly dam¬ 
aged.” 

The ‘interpretation’ 
Wang was talking about 
stems ftom the language of 
the advertisement, an issue 
first raised by John Wuo at 
the previous council meet¬ 
ing, two weeks prior. The 


print ad, and signage pro¬ 
moting Gina’s, use the 
Chinese characters refer¬ 
ring to the phrase “flower 
girl,” according to Wuo 
and S.H. Wen, which has a 
connotatitm of prostitutitm 
Wen, who also spoke at 
the meeting, said that he 
doesn’t object to die adver¬ 
tising language, which he 
calls a “marketing tool,” 
but called the location of 
the advertisement in the

Arcadia Businessman hfits 
Hole in One with Benefit

If there’s one thing Brian Osier didn’t need, it was 
another job. Osier is the co-owner, along with Mark Th¬ 
ompson, of Teamates Sporting Goods on Huntington 
Drive in Arcadia, a job that keeps him quite busy. In ad¬ 
dition to that, he is a husband and the father of a four 
year old girl. So what is Osier doing taking it upon him¬ 
self to organize a golf tournament? 

What Osier is doing is trying to raise moirey to l^lp 
out Polly Edgell, whose husband died at age 33 in May, 
and Irer four children. What makes his effort all the more 
remarkable is, he didn’t know the family for whom he’s 
hosting the benefit. 

“It started when my very good friend Bill Sutter came 
into the store and asked if I remembered meeting his 
friend Rob,” Osier recalls. “I said, ‘Not really, why?’ He 
told me the whole story.” 

The ‘whole story’ as Sutter explained to Osier was 
simple and brutal. An aortic tear caused the death of 
Edgell, who had no life insurance policy, and Polly 
Edgell, who had been raising four children from ages 
five to 16, was now going back to work and struggling. 

“Something about the story just struck me,” said 
Osier. “It just ate away at me.” What Osier did about it 
was to call Sutter the next day and tell him that he would 
put together a golf tournament to raise funds for the 
family’s living expenses. Osier recalls Sutter’s reaction 
with a laugh: “The first thing he said to me was, ‘You 
can raise money at a golf tournament?’” 

Osier knew that you can raise money at a golf tour¬ 


nament; he plays in 20-25 annually. What he didn’t 
know was just how much work it is to organize one. “It’s 
been a learning experience,” he says. A learning expe¬ 
rience and a difficult one, as he tries to set up in four 
weeks a tournament that is usually a four month project. 
Between the store, the tournament and his family, it has 
been weeks since Osier has had a full night’s sleep, and 
he doesn’t expect to get one until after the tournament, 
slated for August 22 at San Diiius Canyon Golf Course. 

Osier doesn’t brag about his hard woric, however; 
instead he is full of praise and admiration for everyone 
who helps get the tournament running smoothly, start¬ 
ing with San Dimas Canyon Golf Course. ‘They’ve been 
great,” he says. “I can’t say enough about what they’ve 
done to make this possible. They’re going to get as much 
of my golf money as I can give them. I’m going to play 
there until I’m 95.” 

San Dimas Canyon Golf Course is not alone. 
“Everyone’s been very generous. This whole process 
really brings back my faith in mankind,” Osier says. “It’s 
been a wonderful ride.” 

The project has put him in touch with the Edgell fam¬ 
ily, who reacted with a mix of surprise and gratitude, 
which is more than enough payment for Osier. “Their 
appreciation makes it all worth it,” he says. 

As for hosting a tournament. Osier calls it a learning 
experience. He expected 72 players, but the positive re¬ 
action he has been getting means that figure will be 
closer to 90-100 by the time the event gets here. Most

tee.” . 

When the agenda came 
up, the Council was still 
very much split. Coun¬ 
cilmember Robert Har- 
bicht said, “I’m not in fa¬ 
vor of this. It’s not a reflec¬ 
tion on the individuals; it’s 
a fine group. Stewardship 
over the citizens’ funds is 
the most important thing 
we do as a City Council. 
We set policy by the way 
we spend those funds, and 
I can’t see why we would 
abdicate that repsonsibility 
to people who were not 
elected by the citizens.” 

Harbicht also noted that 
some members of the City 
Council have expressed a 
desire for help in analyzing 
the City’s budget “I say, if 
you feel that need, get the 
help.” Harbicht said. “If 
one City Councilmember 
gets the flu, the whole City 
Council doesn’t have to go 
to the doctor.” 

Councilmember Mar¬ 
shall, however, said, “I to¬ 
tally disagree. The City 
Council will still do the 
policy setting; this is just 
an ad^tional tool. The fed- 
oal and state government 
uses many committees.” In 
response to the suggestiem 
that the notion of such a 
committee was merely a 
political ploy, Marshall 
said, "Tire committee was 
reconunended long before 
the election.” 

Councilmember Gino 
Roncelli concurred with 
Mardudl, saying, “I think 
we’re doing the right thing 
here for our citizens. 
We’re not giving away any 
responsibility.” Roncelli 
added that a benefit of the 
committee will be that the 
citizenry of Arcadia will 
better understand the bud¬ 
get. “I think it’s going to 
work, and I think that ev¬ 
ery nrember of this Coun¬ 
cil will be happy with it. I 


really believe that,” 
Roncelli said. 

Councilmember Roger 
Chandler said, “I still think 
this is a bad idea. I concur 
with Councilnuui Harbicht 
that we’re abdicating our 
most important responsi¬ 
bility.” Chandler contin¬ 
ued, “It’s clear that we’re 
going to be 
outvote...maybe some 
good will come of it.” 

Mayor Gary Kovacic 
said that the wide disparity 
of views on the subject of¬ 
fered proof that reasonable 
minds can differ on an is¬ 
sue. “I respect all opinions 
expressed on the jssue,” he 
said, but he added, “I don’t 
see this as an abdication.” 

As it did last week, the 
resolution to establish the 
committee passed on a 3- 
2 vote, with Harbicht and 
Chandler dissenting. 

In other Council news, 
the Mayor’s Youth Ser¬ 
vice and Mayor’s Senior 
Service Awards were pre¬ 
sented to Julie Campbell 
and Bill Siefke, respec¬ 
tively. 

Julie Campbell recently 
retired and moved to Si¬ 
erra Madre, but she was 
recognized for many years 
of dedication and service 
at First Avenue Middle 
School, jfirom her involve¬ 
ment with the PTA to her 
work as an instructional 
aide, a health aide, and in 
the library. “She has been 
very much loved by the 
children,” said Kovacic, 
who added, “I thank you 
for being a responsible 
citizen and a good role 
model for our children.” 

Kovacic called Camp¬ 
bell “humble,” and in her 
remarks, she lived up to 
that assessment, saying, “I 
don’t work in a vacuum. 
Everything I’ve done has 
been in response to those I 
work with, students and 
staff.” 

Kovacic introduced Bill

newspaper ‘terrible.’ “I completely agree with Sherry,” 
Wen said. 

Mayor Gary Kovacic said that in geiKtal, ttere is little 
the City can do about advertising language, because of 
the First Amendment. Because of the issues Wuo raised, 
there will be a staff report forthcoming regarding the pos¬ 
sibility of a liaison group in the future. One of the issues 
raised that a liaison group could help with is the issue 
of businesses advertising in languages other than En¬ 
glish, in cases where Councilmembers or City staff are 
not familiar with the implications of ad copy not in En¬ 
glish. 

“I certainly don’t expect the City to have a knowledge 
of very language,” said Wen, “but community help can 
be asked for.” Wen, a City Commissioner, said that he 
has been approached by many people as a community 
leader about Gina’s, and also about a recent addition to 
Arcadia, a tattoo parlor. “I talked to people from many 
walks of life. Many of them, I didn’t know personally, 
but they knew of me,” Wen said. He called the group 
“concerned.” 

“I’m sure these businesses are legitimate,” Wen 
added, “but some businesses are more lidrieto be asso¬ 
ciated with disorder. Caution should be exercised. We 
have to look at the impact, including safety and reputa¬ 
tion.” 

Wen raised the possibility of increased monitoring of 
some establishments. “Prevention is better than rem¬ 
edy,” Wen said. He also questioned the location of the 
businesses, with the tattoo parlor being in proximity to 
Arcadia High School, and Gina’s being directly beneath 
the bowling alley, a hangout for Arcadia’s younger resi¬ 
dents. 

In response to a question from Mayor Gary Kovacic, 
Police Chief Ronnie Gamer said, “We’re very concerned 
about uses (of property in the business district) and we 
closely monitor those two establishments.” 

Wang said, “I’m not blaming the City Council for 
anything. I’m just trying to express the voice of any 
concerned citizen. We chose Arcadia because it’s so¬ 
cially safe and somewhat conservative. I don’t want to 
lose that.”

trance fee and a very detailed contract which spells out 
the services provided to the residents by the CCRC. An 
essential part of any of these communities is the provi¬ 
sion of nursing services for the residents if they require 
it. For couples there is the added security that if one 
spouse becomes ill and needs nursing care, husband and 
wife will not be separated geographically. 

The agreement is a legal contract between the resi¬ 
dent and CCRC that spells out the rights and obligations 
of both parties. The agreement will cover many areas: 
residences; fees; health care coverage; cancellations and 
refunds; services; insurance requirements; conditions for 
transfer within the community to other levels of care; and 
a description of the CCRC's responsibilities should a 
resident become unable to pay fees.
